Mayor Gourlay presided, and in 
well chosen words briefly stated 
the purpose of the meeting. 

Councillor Simpson, chairman 
of the finance committee, explained 
some of the financial difficulties 
under which this year’s council is 
compelled to try to do business. 
He called attention to the deficit 
of some $4,000 passed down to this 
council by last year’s council, also 
to the debt of some $8,000 owed to 
the school district by the town, 
which also came down as a legacy

He showed how necessary a good 
scavenging system is to the health 
of vur citizens, and how a lack of 
proper scavenging must of neces- 
sity affect the water in our wells. 
He poke a gocd word in particu- 
lar for our present town scavenger,

SKEWER LANGUAGE. 


Method of Marking Meat In the Great 
Beef Markets. 


The work of these men is accom- 
plished with great rapidity. Frequent- 


ly they are making sale to a. dozen 


butchers at the same time, and to re- 
cord these sales in a book would not 
only consume a lot of time, but would 
be difficult, as all quarters of beef look 


alike, 
A&s soon as a sale fis made the sales- 


man sticks skewers into the quarter 
The skewers 
are placed In snech a way that each 


selected by the butcher. 


buteher’s purchases are easily picked 
out When the time comes for deliver 
ing them. 

As some of the salesmen have as 
many as a hundred customers in a 
day, it is evident that as many combina- 
tions of the skewers have to be form- 
ed. In no case are more than three 
skewers used on » piece of beef. 

In one big icebox there are twenty 


rows of quarters. with forty quarters 
In cach piece of beef 


in each row. 
were skewers, placed at various angles, 
straight up. two of them crossed and 
in every conceivable combination. 

“TI know by these skewers whom each 
piece belongs to,” said the salesman. 
“Every beef bouse salesman has his 
own signs. 

“This method of marking tne mecrt 
serves several purposes in addition to 
that of saving time. A salesman from 
another house could not come in here 
and find out what my customers have 
bought by looking at the skewers, 
which would be easy enough if the 
meat had their names on. 

“Neither can one butcher find out 
what quality of beef another is buy- 
ing. I could make a thousand signs 
without using more than three skewers 
on any one piece of meat.” : 


A GOOD SADDLE. 


Except In the South and West, Most 
Riders Take What Is Offered. 

A well known horseman in speaking 
of the sport of riding in the United 
States recently said: 

“Although there are a number of 
good riders in this country, very few 
men, except in the west and south, 
seem to know or care much about the 
saddle—that is, the way it is built. 
They simply take what their dealer 
gives them. In England it is usual for 
riders to have their saddles made to 
order, and they generally know what 
to order too, 
~“A good saddle fits both the horse 
and the man. It should be roomy ev- 
erywhere and especially so in the pan- 
els if you are heavy. The throat should 
net be so narrow as to cause pain or 
so wide as to wabble. Plain flaps are 
most comfortable and businesslike. A 
felt pad or at least a good saddlecloth 
should always be used, and to give a 
trim appearance jt should be cut to the 
outlines of the saddle. It should be 
frequently washed and sunned. Stir- 
rups should be open, wide and heavy, 
so that tle feet can be readily freed in 
case of a spill. 

“A proper fitting saddle will stick 
with very loose girths, and you can 
find where it fits by walking the horse 
around a few minutes before mounting 
with the girths unbuckled. The horse 
will shift the saddle to the exact place 
where it is most comfortable. When 
through with your ride, remove the 
saddle at once and bathe the back with 
cold water, following this, if possible, 
with an alcoho! shampoo.” 


A.Dangerous Precedent.

Economical Marmalade. 

The housekeeper who practices econ- 
omy from necessity and whose ‘family 
is fond of orange marmalade as well 
as of the fresh fruit has solved the 
problem of making excellent marma- 
lade at a littie less than half the cost 
of the same bought ready made. She 
saves the peel from the oranges eaten 
by the family in an air tight box until 
she has enough to make when cut in 
very fine strips, with all the white in 
ner pith removed with a sharp knife, a 
pint or a little over. The oranges are 
to be peeled dry—that is, all the peel- 
ing removed before the inner skin is 
beoken—and these dry skins will keep 
fin a cool place two weeks without 
molding. When she has enough six 
large navel oranges and three good 
lem~ns are purchased. These cost at 
this season of the year 18 cents for the 
oranges and 5 cents, or at tne most 6 
cents; for the lemons. This fresh fruii 
is cut in two, and with a sharp pen. 
knife the pulp of the fruit is removed 
without any of the fine inner skin 
which divides it into sections. There 
will be some juice left in the fruit, but 
this 1s carefully equeezed out and add. 
ed to the palp. [rom the lemon pulp 
every seed is taken out, and then or. 
ange and lemon pulp is placed in a 
deep dish and covered with three 
pounds of granulated sugar. The peel 
of the oranges and lemons is now cut 
into sections, carefully trimmed of all 
inner pith and cut in very thin slices 
or straws. These are added to the pint 
of previously prepared slices of orange 
peel and the whole placed in @ sauce 
pan with sufficient water to just cover 
them. Then they are boiled gently till 
the skins are perfectly cooked and so 
tender that a small straw will pierce 
them easily. It may be necessary to 
add a little more water from time to 
time. There shogld be just enough 
water on the peels when they are 
cvoked enough tv barely cover them. 
To this are added the orange and lemon 
pulp and sugar, and the whole is boil 
ed till a little poured on a vo'd plate 
will set. The marmalade must be 
cooked slowly, and great care must be 
taken to prevent its sticking on the 
bottom of the saucepan. This quantity 
will fill six ordinary jelly glasses or a 
little more, and its cost is not more 
than 42 cents, an average of 7 cents a

Fine Seeding. 

A stitch which; combines admirnabty 
with satin stitch or fills in well be- 
tween outlining is.a fine seeding. This 
is popular for sheer lingerie blouses, 
where entirely solid work is sometimes 
too hefivy, and is also much. used in 
filmy handkerchiefs. 

In working a delicate flower, for in- 
stance, it is much more attractive with 
the petals worked alternately in satin 
stitch and seeding than if done entire- 
ly in satin stitch, 

Seeding is nothing more than a fine 
running stitch. Ite beauty, however, 
depends on its being worked evenly. It 
is run in straight rows, witb all stitch- 
es the same size. Those in each row al- 
ternate with those in the row above. 
If this is not dofe, the character of the 
work is quite spolled. 


A Grape Umbrella. 

A good substitute for missing shade 
trees is made as follows: Plant a stout 
post nine feet high where you want the 
shade. setting the post in two feet of 
earth; then nail firmly to the top of it 
at right angles two seven foot strips of 
2 by 2 inch stuff. 

The next thing to do is to get two old 
tires from cart or wagon wheels, have 
a blacksmith weld them into a big 
ring and fasten the ring tightly to the 
end of the crosspiece, says the Delinea- . 
tor. Set a three-year-old grapevine 
right against the post, coax it to rapid 
growth, and the thing is done. 

When the vine’ends lap over the rim 
let them hang down all round it. Seats 
may be set underneath. 


How to Light a Fire. 

Most people when setting a fire lay 
the wood flat, crisscross over the paper 
in the bottom of the grate, but let 
them try placing the wood sloping 
from the sides of the grate to the cen- 
ter. This forms a funnel for a free 
passage of air, and as the flame trav- 
els up the stick more quickly than it 
does across the result is that fewer 
pieces are required, and the fire burns 
up more brightly and in half the time 
that it usually takes, says Woman’s 
Life. Then when placing a lump of 


sa) on the fire if you wish it to last a 
long time lay it with the grain of the 
coal running across, as the flame trav- 
els more slowly across than upward. 


Steaming the Face. 

A thorough steaming of the face is 
good occasionally, say once in ten 
days. The method of procedure is as 
follows: Hold the face over a basin of, 
hot water and keep in the steam wi 
a towel which covers the head and the 
basin, forming a sort of hood. After 
steaming for five minutes wash the 
face weil with warm water. The soap 
and warm water do the work of cleans- 
ing. Cold water closes the pores and 
gives tone, so that the skin is not too 
sensitive to the effects of heat or wind. 


Apple Sago. 

Soak three-fourths of a cupfui of 
sago one hour in cold water to cover, 
drain and add two and one-half cup 
fuls of boiling water and one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt. Cook in a double 
boiler until transparent. Core aud pare 
six sour apples, arrange in a pudding 
dish and cover with sugar; pour oven 


the sago, dot with bits of butter and 


bake in a moderate oven unti) the ap- 
ples are soft. Serve with cream and 
sugar. 


Rule For Buying.

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MR. J. J. HEASLIP 


Late Editor and Proprietor of the 
Alameda Dispatch 


Mr. J. J. Heaslip, whc has recently 
disposed of his newspaper, the Ala- 
meda Dispatch, and retired, tempor- 
arily at least, from active newspaper 
work, is a striking example of the 
successful western publisher. He be- 
longs to that rare class of men who, 
enter the journalistic field late in a 
business career, and without previous 
training are enabled, through a com- 
bination of latent literary ability and| 
keen business insight, to conduct aj 
newspaper with every degree of suc- 
cess. 

The subject of this sketch is a 
native of Ontario, his birthplace be- 
ing near the town of Peterboro. His 
early education was secured at the 
public school of his native town, and 


; was later supplemented by a course 


in a business college at Toronto. 
Commencing life as a farmer, Mr. 
Heaslip was attracted by the glowing 
possibilities that awaited the settler 
in the west, and in 1881 he made his 
first trip to the prairie province. At 
that time Portage la Prairie was the 
railway terminus, and leaving the 
train at this point,. he travelled 
through several districts to obtain an 
accurate idea of the quality of the 
land and to secure information about 
the country before tprurning east. 
The following spring (1882) he de- 
cided to move to the west, and com- 
ing out with a party of fifteen set- 
tlers, he reached Brandon on the 16th 
of April, 1882. After leaving Brandon 
the party travelled by ox team, the 
objective point being adjacent to the 
confluence of the Moose Creek and 
Souris River. After a leisurely trip 
made for the purpose of looking over 
the country, Mr. Heaslip finally 
settled al a point four miles west of 
the present town of Alameda. It 
was the life of the pioneer in those 
days, for there were no other settlers 


nearest postoffice was Brandon. In 
the latter part of 1882 the railway 
was extended to Moosomin, which 
was the wheat market for the next 
ten years. Of the original party who 
came west with Mr. Heaslip, only 
three or four returned to the east. 
The rest remained and are now pras- 
perous residents of the district. But 
one death, and that recently, has 
occurred to diminish the number. 
Land in this district was not in 
the market in the year 1882, and in 
order to make homestead entries the 
settlers had to go to Regina. Mr. 
Heaslip returned to Ontario for the 
winter, came back the following 


mA, spring, and continued to reside in 


‘¢@ 


the country until he had completed 
his homestead duties and acquired 
his patent. Owing to the great dis- 
tance from a railway, Mr. Heaslip 
then considered the advisability of 
removing nearer to some point where 
was offered facilities for the shioment 
of grain. He accordingly took an- 
other homestead, which was at that 
time permissible, and remained in 
the country for the three years ne- 
cessary for the completion of the 
regulation duties. Although receiv- 
ing assurances of a railway from 
year to year, the road was not com- 
pleted to Oxbow until the fall of 


1891, and did not reach Alameda un- P 


(jl the year following. 

Abandoning work on the farm, Mr. 
Heaslip opened a lumber yard in 
Oxbow in 1891, and in 1892 estab- 
lished a hardware and implement 
business in Alameda. The first ship- 
ment of freight to be forwarded 
west of Oxbow was consigned to Mr. 
Heaslip afd consisted of two carloads 
of lumber. With this material he 
erected the firet building in Alameda, 
which is now occupied by Messrs. 
Cook & Deyell, hardware merchants. 

Shortly after coming establish- 
ed in Alameda Mr. Heaslip sold his 
lumber business in Oxbow, and after 
a@ successful career, in both the hard- 
ware and implement business, these 
were also disposed of, and a private 
bank opened. 

It was in July, 1893, that Mr. Hea- 
alg entered the field of journalism, 
and acquired the Alameda Dispatch. 
In the same manner in which he had 
thrown his talents and energies into 
the previous. enterprises with which 
ve hed been connected, Mr. Heaslip 
at once entered with zest into the 
work of produ & newspaper that 
would reflect in the truest sense the 
rowing importance of the town and 
Siatriot it served. In typographical 
finish and mechanical, make-up the 
Dispatch was brought to the hest 
point of excellence. The pu 
was prompt in the “introduction of 
improved methods and devices. The 
newspaper office was thoroughly 
equipped with machinery of the most 
modern pattern, which included a 
type-setting machine and high grade

teen yaprs, and for 


fessés. This resulted in the pro- 
uction Of & paper that was neat atid 


tidy in style of print and appearance. 
While Mr. Heaslip is a Oonservative 
1, polities, the Dispatch has been 
conducted on 
lines, although never nentral. 

Mr, Heaslip has been a notary pub- 
lic and justice of the peace for fit- 
the past three 
years has served at the head of ‘mu- 
nicipal affairs. He is president of 
the Crown Lumber & Coal company, 
at Alameda and Fro- 
bisher, and also conducts a private 
bank, where a general banking busi- 
ness is transacted, 

With characteristic enterprise, Mr. 
Heaslip installed the telephone sys- 
tem in Alameda, which gives a sat- 
isfactory service and now has ¢on- 
nections with the leading business 
and private residences in town. He 
alsO installed the first acetylene 
plant in Alameda. 

Mr. Heaslip has always taken a 
keen interest in all healthy, manly 
sports. He is an enthusiastic patron 
of hockey and lacrosse, and a large 
shareholder in the local skating 
rink. Last summer he purchased a 
motor car, and motoring forms his 
chief diversion during the summer 
months. He has become familiarized 
with the mechanical parts of the 
machine to a detail, and is thorough- 
ly conversant with the principles 
underlying propulsion. 

Mr. Heaslip is a firm believer in 
keeping in close touch with every 
detail of the numerous enterprises 
under his control, and this no doubt 
is largely résponsible for the success 
that has invariably attended his busi- 
ness dealings.

Very few persons really know that 
the largest flesh eating animals in the 
world are found in America. People 
generally believe that the African lion 
is the king of beasts, but he is not 
nearly as large or as powerful an ani- 
mal as the large brown bear of sub- 
arctic America. The bears are not as 
ferocious or combative as the lions, 
nor ure they nearly as vicious as they 
are given credit for being; but the 
largest of them are much larger and 
more powerful than any of the lions 
It is safe to say that the largest of the 
brown bears of the North would weigh 
three times as much as the largest 
specimen of lion, and is beyond all 
question greatly superior in strength. 
If brought together in combat, the 
bear would at first appear very 
clumsy, savs Scribner’s Magazine. It 
world not be enanable of the quick 
mesh or the catlike spring of the 
lion Tt wonld not attack, but would 
remain entirely on the defensive, 
eating its adversary with blows of 
such rapidity and terrific force as at 
once to illustrete its superiority not 
only in streneth but in action. T do 
not believe that there is an animal in 
the world that can act more quickly 
or effectively or can aim its blows 
with rvreater certainty than the bear. 
The large brown bears of the Alaska 
neninsula, sovth of Behring Sea, are 
among the largest bears of the world, 
and it is evident that there is no part 
of the world outside of America in 
which such large flesh eating animals 
are found. Th2 bears are flesh eaters, 
or carnivorous, vet there are none of 
them that depend upen flesh for food, 
and with most of them flesh com- 
prises byt a very small percentage of 
their food.

Editor Advertiser: In a recent 
issue of the Western Globe ap. 
peared an article by ‘Onlookér” 
criticising my article on the new 
Onlooker de. 
fends these regulations solely on 
the fact that the Postal Depart- 
ment is run at a loss and the Gov- 


Postal Regulations. 


ernment is trying to decrease the 
deficit. He does not explain why 
the American settlers are saddled 
with all the expense of this picay- 
unish saving. He does not ex- 
plain how the reducing of the 
newspaper rates on British publi- 
cations conduces to the reduction 
of the deficit, he merely tells us 
that the government had no sini- 
ster designs against the American 
settlers because it has been spend- 
ing money freely to promote im- 
migration from the States. He 
sees clearly the inconsistency of 
thus enticing immigrants into the 
country and then playing them for 
guys after they are here. 

Since my first communication 
was written) we have been able to 
see, the’ practical working of the 
new regulations. I haye seen 
numerous letters from the publish- 
ers in the states saying it woul 
be impossible to continue sending 


their papers unless the increased 


postage was added to the subscrip- 
tion price. This postage amounts 
from 50 per cent to 200 per, cent 
of the subscription charge. if am 
taking a daily paper from. the 
States, the subscription price post- 
age paid was $1.50 per year, the 
additional charge for postage now 
is $3.00 per year, making the. cost 
under the new regulations $4.50. 

We do not deny that the post 
office department is carried on at 
a loss. Only in one year in one 
hundred has the postal revenues 
of the United States equaled the 
expenditures, but the deficit was 
made up from the general fund— 
the money of the whole people— 
so there was no kick because no 
injustice had been done. 

“Onlooker” does not deny my 
statement that the American set- 
tlers in Canada pay their full pro- 
portion of the revenue and other 
taxes which go to make up the 
deficit in the postal revenues. I 
am glad to note that the paper in 
which his communication appears 
does not agree with his view of the 
matter, but denounces the new 
regulations which it says is meant 
to prohibit American papers from 
coming in. 

I notice in the Edmonton Bulle- 
tin that a Post Office Inspector 
had found at the Edmonton post 
office a package of papers on 
which the postage under the new 
regulations was over $4.00 and 
under the old regulations the post- 
age would have been less than 
$1.00 and the Inspector concludes

The Ontario Department of Agrieul- 

ture is taking active measures with « 

| view of encouraging farm forestry in 
the province. . 

With this object in view, it will, as 
far as the means at its disposal will 
ae pee and where this is desired, give 
nstructions through one Of its officers 
as to the preparation of the soil for 
tree planting, varieties to plant, man- 

1 ner of planting, and care after plant- 
ing. It will steo endeavor, eo fer ag 
resources at its command will allow, 
to furnish seeds, seediing trees, aid 
cuttings, free of charge,-for the pur- 
pose of planting, the cost of transport- 
in 

ce

ving the supplies. 

Two acres will be the largest area 
for which the department will under- 
take to furnish planting material in 
any one year for one lalividaal. Lar- 
ge: areas may, however, be planted 
by arranging to continue the planting 
through successive seasons. 


| What Those Aided Are Expected to Do 


| The owner on his part is expected 
to prepare the soil, plant and care 
the trees, and do all the actual 


' 


work in connection with planting, and 
this work is to be done in accordance 
with directions of an officer of the 
department. The one doing the plant- 
ine is also to agree to provide protec- 
tion for the planted trees against ani- 
mals, and, where necessary, against 
fire as well. - 

The owners of the land will be re- 
quired to allow public inspection of 
the planted area whenever this can 
be done without injury to the crops. 
No trees will be furnished for town 
of village lots, or for ornamental pur- 
poses, and all trees sent out, with the 
excevtion of those for rural schools, 
must be either for use as windbreaks 
or for the production of wood. 

The department does not undertake 
to distribute nursery stock of such 
species as oak, walnut, and other 
trees which grow from nuts, but where 
the owner can obtain nuts in his own ‘| 
locality, the department will give ad- 
vice as to methods of collecting and 
storing.

Some Varieties Available For Planting 


The planting material which the de- 
partment has at command at present, 
for» windbreaks, consists of Norway 
spruce. Where only one row of trees 
is to be planted, they should be plac- 
ed eight feet apart. Where two rows 
are desired, they should be ten feet 
apart in the row, with eight feet be- 
tween the rows. The plants available 
for this work are 12 to 15 inches high, 
and it may be advisable to plant these 
in a garden and cultivate them for a 
year or two before transplanting. If 
they are to be placed in their final 
location at once, it is advisable to cul- 
tivate in some manner. 

Planting material available for the 
protection of stock in permanent pas- 
ture >-~sists of native elm and box 
elder, or Manitoba maple. Trees for 
this purpose should be planted six 
feet apart each way, and cultivated 
for two or three seasons. The trees 
will, of course, be required to be pro- 
tected from stock until they become 
laree enough to take care of themsel- 
ves. 


For Wood Lot Planting. 


The department prefers that regular 
wood lot plantations shall be made in 
waste portions of the farm, such as 
steep hill sides, sandy, rocky, or grav- 
elly spots, swamp lands, or portions of 
the farm cut off by streams or other- 
wise. Such lands, the department 
maintains, can usually be profitably 
devoted to wood production if the 
proper species of timber is planted. 

Where waste land is to be planted 
with such timber as white pine, the 
work of planting can be carried out 
at the rate of one acre a day by from 
two to four men. In some waste sandy 
lands a man and a boy can plant one 
acre a day. If a farmer has several 
acres ~‘ such land, he can obtain from 
the O.A.C. enough material to plant 
two acres each year for a number of 
years, until the whole area is covered. 

Trees As Fence Posts. 

It is suggested that a solution of the 
fence post problem may be found in 
slanting trees along permanent fence 
ines, to be used as posts when large 
enough. This can be provided for by 
fastening a light strip of soft wood to 
these trees, and fence wire may then 
be attached without injury. The 
planting material for this purpose 
available consists of box elder or 
Manitoba maple, black locust, and 
hardy catalpa. The eatalpa should be 
used only on the best soil in the 
southern parts of the province, and 
trees for this purpose should be plant- 
ed 16 feet apart. 

Trees sent out should be either 
“heeled in’ or nlanted as s00n as pos- 
sible. A safe method in handling trees 
from the “‘heeling in” place to point 
of planting is to carry them with the 
roots submerged in a pail half full of 
muddy batter.

HERE is no one, not even the 
most conservative housekeeper, 
who, if she has once spent a 
summer with a gas range, would 
tver again be without one. 

However views may differ on the 
question of cost, as compared with coal, 
there is but one opinion as regards the 
convenience, comfort and coolness of 
gas for cooking purposes. 

Great improvements have been made 
in gas ranges since their first general 
introduction to public notice a decade 
or so ago. Hach séason brings added 
contrivances for lessening the consump- 
tion of gas and for making meal-getting 
easier. 

Apart from the improved mechanism 
of the ranges themselves, their useful- 
ness has peen much increased by nu- 
merous appliances in the way of uten- 
sils, compound and single, specially 
adapted to the gas stove. 

For instance, some _ housekeepers, 
where space is limited, use only the 
gas plates, two or three in a row, that 
“can be set on a table, This is all very 
well as far as it goes, but it quite pre- 
cludes cake baking, roast beef, or even 
that old standby, ote ova in their jack- 
ets, from the family menu. Now, how- 
ever, a separate, adjustable oven comes 
that entirely remedies this aifficulty. 

These ovens are very light, very eas- 
ily handled and kept clean and may be 
used for every purpose for which an or- 
flinary attached oven is employed. They 
are also convenient to put on top of an 
oil stove. There are two shelves and a 
bottom to each, so it is perfectly pos- 
sible to bake several pies or layers of 
cake at the same time. 

The heating properties of such an 
oven are very satisfactory, but in cake- 
baking it will usually be found advis- 
able to change the pans from the lower 
to the uppey shelf after the batter is 
well set, 

Ironing is another domestic art that is 
simplified by empioying gas. ‘here are 
no long, exasperating waits for the fire 
to eome up, while the laundress sits 
with fold hands and work remains 
undone. All that is necessary is to 
turn on a flame, and in a minute the

Replace the lid and let it rise over night. 
In the morning turn for a minute or two be- 
fore putting nto the pans to rise. again. 
The general rule is to have three timés as 
much flour as liquid. Shortening, seasoning, 
etc., may be varied to sult the taste.

Then beat out the 
meal, lay the rug down again and strew 
thickly with fine, dry salt. Sweep the 
rug twice, after the salt goeg upon it— 
once with the nap, once against it.

In cake pans for the gas range al- 
ways use tin in preference to iron or 
agate. 

While such appliances make cook- 
ing by gas delightfully easy, they will 
not be found satisfactory if the range 
itself is allowed to become clogged 
with dirt and grease. The utmost 
cleanliness is essential in regard to 
every part. As these are all remov- 
able even to the burner, it should be 
no hard matter to keep a range in 
good condition. 

Always wash broiler, pan and rack 
after using. Rub the outside of the 
range once a week with an oily clon 
to prevent rust. Do this before it 
has entirely cooled off. Keep the burn- 
ers and gas grates unclogged by dirt. 
It is easy to detect its presence when- 
ever the flame burns yellow instead of 
blue. 

Occasionally boil all the detachable 
parts in a strong solution of soda and 
water. After boiling about half an 
hour wipe thoroughly and put them in 
the oven for a time to get perfectly 
dry.

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A BABY KIMONO 


owned a kimono knows how 

useful are these dainty yet sim- 
ple little wraps. Babykins should own 
at least two or more of them, for they 
are so easy to make that even a busy 
woman can evolve one in a surprisingly 
short time. 


If possible, a good kimono pattern 
should be bought; but, if that is not 
convenient, one can easily be cut. 
Draw a circle big enough, when folded, 
to come well down over the little dress. 
Fold this in half, cut out of the middle 
a smaller circle for the neck and slash 
the diameter at the quarter of the circle 
from the circumference to the neck, 
The oppoaite side is not slashed. Now, 
folding the half circle in two, cut out 
a wedge-shaped triangular piece 
through the four folds of the material, 
and reaching about half way to the 

\vhen the half circle has been 
again unfolded, it should have the ap- 
pearance o. two bell-shaped sleeves, a 
back spreading at the circumference 
and narrowing slightly toward the neck, 
and a front of exactly the same shape, 
save that it is cut up the middle to 
form two s:.es, A little experimenting 
with folded circles cut from paper will 
make it plain how easily a kimono can 
be prepared. Before attempting to cut 
the material, it is well to fit one of the 
paper designs to the baby. These little 
kimonos can be made to fit any baby 
merely by increasing the diameter of 
the circle. 

Baby's Kimonos are made in many 
materials, but probably the most use- 
ful ore those of fine white cashmere. 

“The china silk ones are beauliful, and 
launder as well, if not better, than the 
cashmere, but have little warmth. 

A charming little kimcno may be 
made from white cashmere, blue wash 
ribbon and two shades of blue embrold- 
ery silk. Bind the edges of fhe ki- 
mono and the neck with the wash rib- 
ton. SBaste it loosely first and then 
feather-stitch it into place About an 
inch from the binding, beginning at 
each side of the neck in front, draw a 
line to fellow the shape of the kimono. 
This ends in a scroll about a half inch 
from where the material is folded over 
to form the half circle. This line is 
drawn in the same way at the back, 
except that it dues not run to the neck, 
but follows the circumference. The 
ecrolls turn in toward the neck. If a 
little more ornamentation is wished, the 
line down the front can be drawn in a 
series of two er three” inward-turning 
scrolls.

for the morning meal. It was this food 
that resulted in poisoning of the guests 
and, the proprietor’s wife. 

Drs. Thompson and Meek were imme- 
diately called in, and gave firat aid: to 
the poisoned men. They also confis- 
cated the balance of the porridge and 
nailed it up securely asan exhibit, This 
has since been submitted to Dr. Char}- 
ton; provincial bacteriologist, and it is 
said that his analysis shows the food to 
contain very large quantities of areepic, 
more than sufficient, in fact, to cause 
death, 

Chief Haywood placed Mack Sing un- 
der arrest on the charge of having ocon- 
taminated with poison the food. 

Mack Sing was questioned by the 
Chief on the subject of poisoning, and 
the Chinaman stated that the bag of 
rolled oats was sitting in the corner 
when his partner washed the floor, and 
he assumed that the food was poisoned 
while there. The girl who worked in the 
place says that the floor bas not been 
washed in weeks, 

The other Chinaman, Charlie Mack, 
has completely disappeared. A descrip- 
tion of the man was wired by the 
mounted police to all likely points, and 
men were also sept out in various direc- 
tions to prosecute a vigorous search for 
the fugitive. Nothing has yet been 
heard of him. 

Oow of the poisoned mep has since 
died at the Victoria hospital, and the 
charge against the suspected Chinaman 
now resolyes itself into one of murder. 
One or two of the other victims are ip a 
serious condition, and grave fears are 
entertained for their recovery. 

An extremely bitter feeling now pre 
vails in the city against Chinamen as 
the result of the tragic affair. One of 
the city hotels is reported to have dis- 
charged two of its Chinese cooks.
